Russia and Her Wars with Turkey.

The swiDilliog treaty of Til i in 18U7 con- 
cluded this brief war; but iu 1810 the 
Ozur aguin crossed the Dauube aud oup ! 
tured ihe sir.-ug toi t f Rustohnck \Vith5U,- 
(lUU prisoner* and 51 guns, b.tisoiuo l'2i),- 
OuO "moii had already died from disease or 
by tiie c inn made. The tie ity of Buchar- 
est which followed gave Russia more ier- 
ritory, cxteudiug iier boundary to tho 
Pru h, giving iier navigitiou of tbo D.m- 
ube, unit securing the destruction ol all 
Turkish fortresses iu Servia. Tho lectur- 
er remarking that ho I) ad described bi it-f- 
ly six wars between Rus>iu and Turkey, 
lighting qualities of 



Tho Venerable Archdeacon Wiight de- 
livered an interesting lecture oi theaboye 
subject last Tuesday evening at tho Phil 
hanuonjo Hull to a large and attentive 
audience: Commencing with a ptssing 
allusion to the earlier conquests of Tur- 
key, (almost unchecked until tho year 
1G83, when she was compelled to raise the 
siege of Vienna) and briefly tomming on 
the vast acquisition of territory made by 
Rnssii during tho last century and a half, 
the reverend g'-ntlornan proceeded to an- 
alyze and place before* the audience the 
character of Peter the Groat, showing 
how in his youth neglec ed as to educa- 
tion, tie, after hi* coronation, sought 
every opportunity to gain-an acqnaiutanoe 
with the aria -s'tad- soit-nces of the world; 
how he made himself thoroughly oonver- 
Bant wiih the routine of military duty, 
with the principles of fordnVationa and 
with all matteis which wero necessary to 
render him the gieat ruler which he sub- 
sequently became. Al the time of P.-ter 
thu Grout's coronation Russia (the lec- 
turer continued) bad but, a very poor 
prospect of naval or marine greatness. 
She was shut out from the Baltic by Swe- 
den and Poland and from the black Hon 
by Turkey, and tho Gzir, considering that 
a portion of tbo Black Sea would supply 
a sea-board and port, declared waragainst 
Turkey, and in the year 169(3 took the city 
of Azov at the mouth of tho Don. This 
was Russia'.-, f dt war and Peter, encour- 
aged by his temporary success, proceeded 
to secure his territorial conquests by ele- 
vating his subjects so that, they cou'd 
fight both by land and sea with skill. To 
enable him to do this ho secured tho ser- 
vices of eminent English engineers aud 
Bcieutific persons who, by tho way, were 
never remuneratid. "Thus," said tho 
lecturer, ''did Russia first swindle Eng- 
land to prepare her army and navy for Iier 
fir^t great struggle with Turkey and now 
at the clos* of tho 19th century Turkey 
has swindled England out of millions 
which have been expended in providing 
an army and navy with which to make 
one of her last struggles against an ever 
in. scrupulous and imperious foe." After 
Russia's war With Sweden, by which 
Peter seized tho who'o of the provinces of 
tho Baltic, and c'inlaud, Turkey, alarmed 
at bis success declared war against Rus- 
sia and compelled her to restore the port 
of Azov and surrounding territory. So 
thai in the year 1711. when tho treaty of 
Pruth was sighed, Russia had hot con- 
quered une foot of the Ottoman Empire, 
but Turkey by hor disastrous conflict with 
Austria had been compelled to give up 
Belgrade, tho key of her western frontier, 
to i lie Ueriuan Empire. A curious fea- 
ture now presented its.-lf, for Turkey and 
Russia were next found lighting fide by 
side agaiust Per.-i i, and as a result of tho 
conflict Russia acquired three Caspian 
provinces and tuo important towns 
Turkey, again alarmed at Russia's teiri 
torial acquisition, alter a brief friendship 
of two years, next found herself engaged 
in a deadly strngg'e, lasting for four 
years, with tho combined armies of the 
ambitious Czar and Austria. The Turks 
fought, wit ti great bravery, and after tne 
buttle of Orotzka, Austria was glad 10 con- 
clude ii separate peace, by which Bel- 
grade, Servia, and other territory were 
bunded over to tin-* Porte, which was now- 
left to fight the Russians single-handed. 
Pea'-e soon follow*?! and by tne conven 
tio'o'rJf B-lgrule or Nissa (1730) Azov 
W.s given back to tho Turks auci it was 
arranged tu-t Muscovite vessels should 
not appear on the black Sea aud that 
commode should !><• car/ied on by Otto- 
man vessels; This treaty rt-mained in 
force for 80 years when ihe partition of 
Poland took place. Iu 1708 Turkey pie- 
tending to bo «1 irmed at the dividing up 
of Po and, made it an excuse for proclaim 
jn'g war. The conflict which ensu- 
ed waa mosi diaustions to the Sultan. 
The Crimea wan invadt-d, the Russian 
forces weie successful on the Pruth, and 
the Turkish fleet was destroyed by El- 
phiostone, an Englishman in the Russian 
service. I his war was almost productive 
of tho desiruotiou of tne Ottoman Empiie 
and iu 1774 the Divan sued fo>- peace. 
Having met with innumerable reverses 
(which the reverend gentleman graphi 
colly depicted) the Ottoman Empire was 
at tins moment in a most perilous condi 
tion. the Turkish army wa- totally dis 
organized, tne Grand Vizier hud been 
shiiuief oily defeated and his troops had 
destr ed him. Egypt, Tripoli, Greece 
and Syria hud revo.ted and it appeared 
that the Russians would soon reach the 
Bo-pboius. Suddenly, however, tho 
plague bmko out wiih terriole malignity, 
nnd -pleading from the Neva to the Euph- 
r<ttes p ilaly zed both Turks and Russians 
The treaty of KucKukkain >rdglii was sign- 
ed and by it Russia obtained the free na- 
vigation of the Black Sea with tho passage 
of the Dardanelles. She also acquired 
Azov, Kortch, and Kimburn and her 
frontier was advanced 10 the Bogue. She 
oblaiut d the Boveieignty of tho Kabardas 
aud independence of the Crimea wi h a 
view to annexing it. The ascendancy she 
gained also led i » the conquest of Caucasus 
und Georgia. The lecturer then wont on to 
show why ut that time thoie was no ''East- 
ern Question" of moment to England as 
she had not then founded her Indian 
Empire, nor had she acquired Malta, tho 
Ionian Islands and scarcely Gibraltar 
There was then ho Suez Oaual, communi- 
cation with Constantinople was tardy a id 
EugUnd did not make Russians or Turks 
objects of much consideration. 

'J lie treaty signed in 177-1 lasted 12 years 
and it was in 1780 that a scheme was form- 
ed hy Catherine for a ooaliuon with the 
Emperor Joseph fi t Ihe total aunihi ation 
of the Sultan Tho Empress doBire.l to 
obtain Byzantium and ihe Emperor loot- 
ed forward to un extension of territory on 
his extreme frontiers. Dining this war 
Turkey had to fucht against four Imperial 
armies and 150,000 Russians. The Aus- 
tnans however i>oon retired from the 
struggle and Ltil-sia continue I it alone. 
Afier a most stubborn resistance on tho 
pai't of I bo Turks, Ismail an exceedingly 
strong f"i'tresB on the Lower Danube wan 
taken. Tim Russians committed groat atro 
oitjai 80,800 'links perished, whilst their 
foe lost only 1:1,000. Iu 1791 tho Ottoman 
army ngnin Beriously suffered and tho loud 
to'Cousfahtlhople lay open to the Rus- 
sians. Want of money on tlio part of tho 
Empress and the linn attitude taken by 
Eng and combined with Austria's defec- 
tion ind cod Catherine to oonolude 
lieaco by «h ch Russia ddvauoad hor ter 
ritory to tho Dmistor and s-.cur. d ext*n- 
jiivo rights aud concessions in Asia. Bo- 



frptn Persia is equal to England; her ac- 
quisitions in Taitary liu\e an area equal 
to Turkey in Europe, Gieeco, Italy and 
Spain and the tei ritory she has acquired 
within tbo pa:-t G-l yours (since 177'2) is 
greater iu extent and importance than the 
whole imp ire she had in Europe belore 
that lime. Vorily Russia mnst have t een 
an aggressor. Verily slio is a large land- 
ed pr prietoi! May God defand tho 
rightl"

then contrasted tb 

tho reap otive nations and accounted for 
the results of several of the more import 
ant battles. He tin n p.issed over a period 
of peace, subsequently alluding to tho 
slaughter of Seio and the battle of Nava- 
riuo (1827), wbeiein the Ottoman navy 
was destroyed. Russia ineanwhilo oh- 
servaut of Turkey's struggle with Greece 
seized the opportunity to agaiu attack hor 
old opponent. Too reverend gentleman 
then proceeded to describe to tho audi 
euce the four distinct lines on which an 
invasion of Turkey by Russia may bo re- 
sisted— tho line of the Pruth, the lino of 
the Danube, tho line of tho Balkans, and 
that of Kutchuk Chekmedge and Bukuk 
Oiiekmedge. Wo give bis description oi 
the latter as being of peculiar intoiost at 
tho present moment. Ho said, "Suppose 
the balsans passed, would Constantino- 
ple bo open to tbo invaders? No.ceitainly 
not, as without tbo command of tho se.i tuo 
capital would bo out of their grasp. There 
would still be t ho celebrated po.-itiou of 
tho Chekmedges to bo curried. That is 
so specially favored by nature that a few 
Weeks would bo butlioiont to render it im- 
pregnable. As at this moment the last 
line of defence is so important and I may 
say so little known, I may, I think, Wltu 
advantage place before ;,ou an account of 
it given by General Mackintosh iu his 
''Strategic Tour iu Bulgaria:" — On ttie 
Adrianople side tho country resembles 
the rest of the immediate neighborhood of 
Constantinople, but at the distance of two 
horn s it ascends considerably and beneath 
tho last height in that direction lies tho 
lake of Chekmedge, This lake is separat- 
ed from the sea by a marshy tongue. At 
the great lake about two hours further on 
bovond a country of heights and valleys 
is also a position which looks down upon 
tho take aud isthmus. This spot is very 
strong. A few works ou the height above 
and to the left of the town would com- 
mand the isthmus and close the road from 
Adriauoplc, or even a couple of Martotlo 
towers in advance of the bridge not imme- 
diately commandi d from the heights might 
pos-ioly be equ illy effectual. The lakes 
in question torin the left of a long defen- 
sible lino which nas ou its right the fort 
of Kara Bomoo on the Black S; a which is 
again strengthened by the proximity to its 
f i on t of another large salt lake. Between 
this fort and Domusdersch near the entry 
of tho Bosphorus theio is no placo where 
a hostile force could laud. . . . Tho 
mutes through it (ueighboiing country) 
are dillioult and unmade aud there can be 
no doubt that this hue if properly 
strengthened and defended would put 
Constantinople beyond the lisk of cap 
tUM. It would cover effectually thegieat 
bi nds or reservoirs on wUion the city de- 
ponds fur water, and tho country winch 
would be enclosed by it might be render- 
ed pro-pe ous and fruitful so nu to yield 
supplies to tne capital." The hornier 
then w<nt on to explain the operations of 
the Ru.-siau trooos during the war ol 
1828 and foltowii g jear«, showing how 
the splendid fortress of Bra low was trai- 
torously handed over to them, depicting 
the Turkish resistance at Suuuila una al- 
luding to tl e treacheiy of Jiusup Pasha 
ut V.. ma. After two campaig s aud wiih 
a -aciifico of 51), OUO men ami 1O.0UU rou- 
bles, '2u.(j00 Russians wi re at the goes of 
Adnauople wtiich suortly capit ulated and 
tne peace named after that city was sign 
ed, lack of men alone preventing Ihe 
Muscovite from marching on b: Constan- 
tinople. Iu 1829 her armv lo^c 14.6 per 
cent from dis^ use; in 1828 it lost a quar- 
ter fiom sickness alone and in 1829 moiu 
than one-half In conclusion tli • lecturer 
s iid th it "1 can only suy that from the 
days of Peter the Great to tins hour lean 
see nothing in Rus-ian treatment of Tur- 
key but a determination sooner or later to 
have Constantinople us the capital. It, in, 
I hold, useless to ^.et forth the atrocities 
of i'urki y as sufficient cause. No one na- 
tion h is a right to make tuo vices of a 
neighbor a cauee for ruthlessly destroy- 
ing that neighbour's property. Nor are 
we ho oortain that all the cruelty has be.-n 
on tho side of tho lurk What does Lord 
Palnier.-ton siy in a letter to Mr. Sidney 
Herbert dated Sept. 21-st, 1853 : 'T Have 
no partiality for the Turks as Mohamme- 
dans and should be very glad if ibov could 
be turned into Christians, but us to the 
character of tho Turkish government iu 
regard to its treatment of Christians I am 
well convince, 1 that there isuvant number 
of Christians under tho governments of 
Russia, Austria. Rome and Naples -who 
would be rejoiced to bo as well treated 
and enjoy us much security for person and 
property as the Christian subjects of tlio 
.Sultan." Lord Palmerston also says:— 
'" The policy and practice of the Russian 
government have alwuys beeu to push 
forward its encroachments us fast and as 
far as tho apat by or laoll of firmness of 
othor governments would allow it to go, 
but always to stop and retire when it was 
met with decided resistance and then to 
wait for the next favorable opportunity t:> 
make another spring at its intended vic- 
tim. In furtherance of tins policy tho 
Russian government has always had two 
strinns to its bow — moderate language 
and disinterested professions at St. Pe- 
tersburg and at London— active aggres- 
sions by its agents ou tho scene of opera- 
tions. If the iggr'essions succeed locally 
the Petersburg government adopts them 
as a /hit accompli which it did not intend 
but cannot now recede from. If tho local 
ugenis fail thoy aro disavowed and re- 
called and the language previously held 
is appealed to as a proof that the agents 
have outstepped their Instructions." 
Finally, the lecturer alluding to Russia's 
territorial acquisitions stated that she 
hud acquired from Sweden more than 
now remains of that ancient kingdom; 
her acquisitions from Poland are as largo 
as the wholo of the Austrian Empire; the 
territory sho has wrested from Turkey in 
Europe iB equal to tho dominions of Prus-

Joshua Davies, tho caller of tho Board, 
ascended tho platform and announced that 
tho Board was now open for tho sale and 
pureha^of stock. Mr. F. Neaf elder, 
President of tho Enterprise company, 
which has a valuable locitk.n on tho Bon- 
anza ledgo at Cariboo, rose and stated that 
ho was instructed to offer 1000 shares of 
Enterprise slock at the upset price of $3 
per share.

if the Court would lot him out ho would 
pay liis own aud Gannon's faros over tho 
Sound. "Would tho Court grant this fa- 
vor ? 

' His Honor said he would do no such 
thing, ami asked the Superintendent what 
ho knew about Gannon? + 

The Superintendent said ho was very 
troublesome whenever out of gaol; yester- 
day after being discharged from tho Court 
ho begged 25 cents from a Chinaman on 
Johnson stn et. 

Officer Lindsay, at tho prisoner's own 
reque-t, stated that ho knew Gannon had 
been working for somo while and thought 
ho bad changed for tbe better, but after- 
waros found that Gannon had stolen a saw 
from tbe bouse and pawned it, ami after 
this some blankets. 

His Honor asked the prisoner whether 
supposing there win a ship leaving lioro 
for China bo would ship? 

The prisoner — That I will; I am a sail- 
or from tho word go, ami could take a 
ship from here to Shanghao. 

His Honor then remanded tho case for 
three days, and should a ship leave dur- 
ing that time Gannon is to bo dismissed 
and Sent ou board. 

The Wilkinson Ledge. 

The rediscovery of a ledgo of gold bear- 
ing quartz known as tho Wilkinson ledgo 
was announced through those columns 
yesterday morning. Tho original dis- 
coverer was a Doctor Wilkinson. Early in 
the mining history of Cariboo ho became 
profoundly impressed with the idea that 
where rich deposits of placer gokl wore 
found there moat bo somewhere not far 
off quartz that was payably auriferous. 
In support of this theory he passed much 
of his timo iu exploring the bills and 
mountains that bolder William Creek, 
frequently entering Barkorvillo with sacks 
filled with specimens, and attempting, 
with tho aid of somo orade method, to 
extract gold from thorn. Nearly every- 
one who visited Cariboo in tho early days 
hoard more or less of "Doc" Wilkinson 
and his quartz specimens. Indeod, he 
bored all who approached him with his 
theories respecting the quartz-wealth of 
Curiboo. Finally, he settled down on tho 
ledgo described in the telegram of yester- 
day, aud aided by two men who lied less 
faith than him-elf and therefore exact- 
ed wages, suuk a shaft twenty foot on the 
ledge. Then tho money gave out and 
work was discontinued. Iu subsequent 
years Wilkinson succeeded in getting 
down forty feet and then fell ill 
from exposure, overwork and anxiety, 
and five or six years ago died, l'o 
the last ho maintained that tho rich 
placer diggings of Cariboo should be ac- 
cepted merely as indications of tho great- 
er wealth that existoil iu tho quartz; but 
no one paid heed to him, regarding his 
thories ns a mere phantasy of the brain. 
If the dispatch published yesterday bo 
correct, Wilkinson was right. He was 
ouly a few years ahead of the times, ami 
instead of being demented was the ouo 
se miin of Cariboo. We hear that tho 
.1^0 has been re-located by a company 
of Victorians, and tha> tho old shaft is 
being cleared of its debris. Somo of tho 
rock that Wilkinson teoic out has been as- 
sayed anel gave a result of S10U to the ton.

Said Mr. Blake to his constituents 
when ho addressed them at Teeswater : 
And hero I must seize tho opportunity 
of saying ;i word or two with refer- 
ence to our relations to the Empire, 
which were necessarily to some extent., 
however slightly anel incidentally in- 
volved in that discussion.

Tho 
subject has received it considerable 
impetus since its discussion three years 
ago. Ono of the foremost statesmen 
of the English Liberal party, Mr. For- 
star, iu the full of 1875, delivered u 
long address, in which be fully recog- 
nized — what Borne people here do not 
appear disposed toroco^iii^o — tho an- 
omalous character of tho present rela- 
tion of England and her colonies, and 
said that tho choice was between separ- 
ation and federal ion ; between part- 
nership and dissociation. Ho t-'ave 
his powerful voico for partnership; and 
ho invited his fellow countrymen — us

Lewiston, Idaho Ter., Deo. 2nd, 1877. 
Editor British Colonist: — The navi- 
gation of tho Columbia from Portland to 
Wallula is a uevet-eeasing wonder— full 
of interest to tho traveler aud the lover 
of nature. For beauty and grandeur of 
scenery the portion of country lying 
bqtween tho mouth of tho Willamette and 
the Dalles cannot bo surpassed on this 
continent. Even to-day the Columbia is 
ono of iho greatest commercial highways 
of tho uatiou. Before arriving at tiio 
Dalles a portage has to bo mado at the 
Cascades. The Cascades aro live miles of 
continuous rapids, where tho river forces 
itself over a rooky , inclined bed through 
tho heart of tuo Cascade laogo. These 
rapids aro passed by nix miles of railway 
portage, and this ride affords such oppor- 
tunities of wonderful sight-seeing as occur 
but, seldom to the traveler. Tho scenery 
about the Dalles has a most remarkable 
wildness. You stand surrounded with 
evidences ut the timo when tho region of 
the Columbia Riyer was ono vast tield of 
molten rock and liquid fire, long since 
worn by the elements into uoriz mtal ter- 
races, scored and seamed in every diroc 
tion, cracked and toppling to their full. 
Too rocks which eh iracleriz ) tho whole 
region of tho Dalles make a ro.ry marked 
impression on tho mind of tho beholder 
The river narrows on approaching Dalles 
City, tho beginning of a second portage 
of sixteen miles, and flows through a 
sunken channel in solid rook for tho 
whole of that distance; the depth of tho 
fissure which forms its bed may be guess- 
eel at when it is remembered that just 
above tho Dalles the river is over u mile 
wide, and that in ono part of its past-age 
between Oelilo and Dalles City it is no', 
over o(io hundred and forty feet. Tho 
wider lias a dark, green color, aud boils 
anel bubbles like the witches' cauldron in 
'Macbeth;' yot I have beou told that a 
lady passed through this terrible strait in 
a Hudson's Bay barge when ttio oarsmen 
were thrown from thou - seats by the vio- 
lunt dashing of tho waves mado by the 
fearful eddies— passed in safety, too, 
though it, was a fejt seldom attempted, 
tho voyaqours preferring to make the por- 
tage. A railroad portage conveys tho 
passenger sixteen miles to Oelilo, tho 
greater portion of the distance beinf} close 
along the river in sight of its rapids and 
eddies. There are enormous drifts of 
sand which tho high winds keep constant- 
ly shifting, and which oauso mach annoy- 
ance to travelers who wish to see tho 
country. In fact, everywhere abovo tho 
Dallos, sand and wind are tho enemies of 
comfort during the summer months. Tho 
rivor at Celdo aud for a long distance 
above is oue continuous expanse of loaui- 
iug rapids. It hurries over broken, tor- 
turing rooks, lashing it.-elf into the wild- 
icst excitement, which tho incline of its 
\bed renders more impetuous. Such is 
the rapidity of its flow that tho water is 
apparently, and no doubt actually, piled 
hp higher in tho middle of tho channel, 
/m that it seems to slope oft* on either side. 
iW.Utula is the old Fort Walla Walla of 
jtiio Hudson Bay Company. Tho arrival 
of men from tho interior at Fort Walla 
Walla on thfir way to Fort Vancouver 
jus u ally took [dace in tho month of June 
{when the Columbia was high, with tho 
xpress which annually cnue to Vancou- 
ver from Canada and tho Eeil River 
Settlements. This annual fleet went by 
tho nanie of thy Brigade. When tho cry 
was heard, "the Brigade! the Brigade!" 
thero was a general rush to tho river's 
bank to witness the speotacle, In advance 
came the chief trader's bargo, with tho 
Company's tl.ig at the bow and tho cross 
ol St. George at tho steru, the tleet us 
many abreast as tho turnings of tho river 
allowed. With strong and skilful stroki 8 
the boatmen governed their richly laden 
boats, keeping them in lino and at tho 
>arao time singing in chorus a loud and 
noi unmusical bunting song. The rib- 
bons aud feathers with which the singers 
wore bodeckod took nothing from the 
pictuiesquonosfl of their appearance. 
Down thli strong, rapid, high-walled riv- 
o'-, sixty years ago, fioated the annual 
Brigade of the Hudson's Bay Company, 
bringing the year's accumulation of pel 
dies and tho annual express from the Bod 
River Settlements and Canada. Ten years 
earlier Lewis and Clark had descended 
i his groat river iu tho service ol iho Gov- 
ernment, and a few years later a put of 
the A»tor Ex| edition Buffered ail but 
death passing ihe.-o ragged mountains iu 
the winter. Walla Wa.U it the most 
Stirling [dace I have soon, ami all owing to 
the wheat crop. Business is activ.i and 
thriving; the streets present a lively 
scene every day. The stores »ro weli- 
stooked with goods ami liberally patro- 
nised. Several brick stoics have boon 
completed this season. Abundant har- 
vests have made money plenty and a largo 
p otion of it flows into the numerous 
liquor saloons I believe there is as good 
land in British Columbia as there is in the 
valley of Walla Walla. I believe there is 
no bettor country in this wide, wide 
world than 13. e!. I hive seen no bettoi, 
aud I have been to tbat far oil Southern 
lattd where tho starry symbol of man's 
redemption nightly gleams above tho 
troubled wave, aud to the South Sea 
Islands,
